The Liverpool Old Hebrew Congregation have recently completely abolished 
offerings. No announcement whatever is made in the synagogue, but with the 
accounts issued to the seatholders a list is enclosed of donations made to the 
synagogue by the members. A somewhat similar practice is adopted at the 
Berkeley Street Synagogue. This scems a better method than at the New West 
End Synagogue where, also, offerings by persons called to the Reading of the 
Law have been abolished, but an announcement in English is made of volontary 
offerings. 


It was an excellent idea of the Association for the Diffusion of Religious 
Knowledge to issue a series of Daily Prayers for Children. It is obvious that 
prayers designed for the use of adults are not adapted for children, either because 
they are not simple enough, or because children, as a rule, cannot read Hebrew 
with sufficient fluency to admit of their reading long prayers, or for both reasons. 
Either an abridgement of the simpler of the existing formulas, or the composi- 
tion of new prayers especially adapted for the young, was necessary. The 
Association has ‘wiscly preferred the former alternative. The publication of 
these prayers will be heartily welcomed by all who are engaged in training the 
young. We do not, of course, imagine that parents and teachers have hitherto 
been content to place the entire Prayer Book in the hands of their children with 
instructions to say every word of its contents at the preseribed times. They 
have taken care to select a certain nuinber of passages for recital by the children. 


sut it is not every parent, at any rate—to say nothing of teachers—who is able, 


to make a judicious selection ; and to the many who cannot do so these prayers 
will prove a boon. Besides, it is convenient to have the selection in a separate 
form,.so as to obviate the necessity of skipping the many pages to be esc! ewed. 
The idea has to some extent been anticipated in Germany ; but it is a novel one 
so far as this country is concerned. 


The question, however, presents itself whether a similar idea might not be 
advantageously carried out for the benefit of children of a larger growth. Why 
should not an abridged Daily Prayer Book be published for the use of adults ? 
At present everyone,

These facts are explained on the 
ground that while the Catholic Church does not allow intermarriage between 
cousins even to the third degree, among Protestants much laxity exists in this 
respect, and Jews not only tolerate but even encourage such marriages, These 
are facts that the community should certainly take to heart. | 


Doubt has of late been cast, by some antiquarians, on the accuracy of the 
colouring of old English illuminated manuscripts. Mr. Clapton Rolfe maintains 
that these doubts are misplaccd. The Levitical traditions had, in the earlier 
system of the Catholic Church, a far stronger hold on the popular mind than 
Churchmen are now willing to admit. Philo-Judeus and other ancient writers 
are sufficient authority for this assertion. The “five ancient colours of the 
Levitical Church—gold, blue, purple, red, and white—were retained and in use in 


the ritual worship of the Christian Chareh. Thus St. John the Divine (sce 


Eusebius lib. v. chap. xxii.), and St. James, Bishop of Jerusalem (Cf. Epiphanius 
Adv, Haes. lib. i. chap. xxix.), are known to have been attired in the ancient 
priestly vesture. And _ so, it seems, these five colours were the chief English 
liturgical colours throughout the Ancient British, the Anglo-Saxon, and the 
Medieval periods. In the twelfth century two strange colours—green and 
black—were for the first time added, and even then these were only for subordi- 
nate use. These facts are most accurately reproduced in the ancient English 
iluminations. Wherever we come across full-page figures of Anglo-Saxon 
Bishops, the liturgical vesture entirely agrees with the Biblical descriptions.

‘My dear Sir,—When I gave permission for the meeting at the Mansion House 
I was under the impression that it was simply in connection with the Luther Com- 
memoration, and was under the patronage of a Committee of which Lord Shaftes- 
bury is President. I find, however, that the leading speaker is to be a Mr. Stocker, 
who is the head of the Anti-Semitic Committee at Berlin, and who is regarded by 
the Jews as having stirred up ill-feeling against them in Germany. 

“ Under these circumstances I must ask that the meeting may be held elsewhere, 
as Mr. Stocker is a man whom no Lord Mayor would like to speak at the Mansion 
House, The Jewish community is one of the largest in the City, and comprises 
among its members many of its most honoured citizens. I need scarcely mention 
that venerable philanthropist to whom at this moment the whole community—Jew 
and Christian—are paying honour. A Lord Mayor cannot disregard the feelings of 
such men by giving prominence to one who has excited hostile feeling against them ; 
and having, both in the City and in Parliament, strongly denounced the persecutions 
to which the Jews have been subjected, I am not the man to do so,

(a Gefman) informing me that Herr Sticker, the Chaplain to the Court of Berlin, intends to give 
some lectures in the miidle of this month, and that he has secured for this purpose the Egyptian 
Hali of the Mansion House, intending to use it to originate here as ne originated in Germany, an 
agitation against the Jews. Now, from my iatima‘s personal knowledge of ycu, my dear Lord 
Mayor-Hlect—you who are so active in the interests of defenceless Aborigines and others—I feel 
assured it is only necessary to make the above facts known to you t» insure that you will either 
revoke the permission which you have given under a misapprehension of the use that’ would be 
made of it, or that you will demand some guarantees that the said permission shall not be made the 
vehicle for what you and I would equally regard as a desecration of the Egyptian Hall of the 
Mansion Houre. Inthatsame hall innumerable good and useful works in the interests of humanity 
have been originated. In it, through my instrumentality, several years ago was held under the 
presidency of one of your Lordship’s predecessors, assisted by the Bishop of Gloucester, Lord 
Shaftesbury, and other distinguished philanthropists, an influential meeting to protest against the 
persecution of the Jews of Roumania, and more recently to collect funds to assist the persecuted 
Jews of Russia. Bearing in mind the enthusiastic action of the Court of Common -Council of 
Thursday last to do honour to my esteemed coreligionist Sir Moses Montetiore, lam convinced that 
the indignatton ofthe members of the Corporation, and of all rightminded citizens, would be 
unbounded, if by any chanoe the residence of London'sChief Magistrate should be made the arena of 
a demonstration which, while it is incomprehensible when associated with the name of the minister 
of a religion which teaches peace and goodwill to all mankind, would be an irreparable insult to 
the good taste, the good feclings, and the world-renowned liverality of the City of London.—I aim 
wy dear Lord Mayor-Elect, you's faithfully, (Signed) HENRY A. ISAACY, 
57, Cornhill, E,C., Nov. 8th, 183.

On rising to speak, Herr Stocker met with a similar reception as that which 
had grected the Chairman. A word or two descriptive of his appeurance and

Ifeis a portly man of about fifty, with a faee 


of the conventional North German type. His square-cut Jaw and long upper lip, 
eive him an appearance of doggedness and tenacity, which one is accustomed to, 
associate with one’s mental picture of the notorious Jew-baiter. Te has the bull. 
dog look, and one thinks in looking at him that his foes Would get from him only 
bull-dog mercy. His tenacity and his evidently great physiéal strength have 
doubtless played no little part in securing whatever success the Judenhetze lias 
obtained in Germany. It must be admitted that he is an cloquent speaker, and 
though his sledge-hammer oratory lacks persuasiveness, he often speaks with 
a force and a passion which, with a congenial audience, must prove of great 
effect. Certainly the Jews have no mean foe in Herr Stocker. 

The matter of his address, which lasted an hour, and was dcelivercd without 
a single note and in German, was not of special interest for Jews. No reference 
was made to the Judenhetze, even the word “Jew” was not once mentioned. 
With the exception of an expression of regret that he had not been allowed to 
use the Egyptian Hall at the Mansion House, the consequence, he said, of mis- 
representation, Herr Stocker confined himself to the subject—Christian Socialism— 


upon which he had decided to speak. He inveighed against the revolutionary 


aims of the democratic socialist, and affirmed that, while he sympathiscd with 


the misery oat of which those projects sprang, Christian socialisin was a better 
way of dealing with it. How Christian socialism meant to go about the work he 
did not clearly explain. THe was anxious to get the socialist working-man_ to 
give up his atheism and to submitto the ruling powers, and then, he said, he 
would come to terms with him. And that is about all he did say by way ef 
exposition. | 
The address was frequently interrupted by expressions of violent disapproval. 
A large body of German working-men were present, who were, evidently, directly 
opposed to Herr Stocker’s socialistic doctrines. More than once the tumult was 
so great as to cause ladies, o— Whom only a few were among the audience, to 
make for the door. But very few Jews were present ;and the marked disappro- 
val which the appearance and expressions of Herr Sticker elicited, proceeded 
exclusively from the Socialists present, to whom the German Court Preacher 8 
nostrums are most obnoxious. It must be added, that certain sentences 1M his 
speech in which he expressed sympathy for the struggling working-man were 
pathetic enough. But they sounded strangely from the lips of the man who has 
revived Jew-baiting in Germany, and stirred up strife and hatred.

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THE JEWS RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPON DENT. | 


ST. PETERSBURG, Oct, 25, 1583. 

Through another medium, far more expeditious than the one I am employing, 
you will doubtless long ere this have learnt the details of the Qicaster which 
occurred in the synagogue of the small town of Sinkowo, in the Leititscheff Dis- 
trict of the Government of Kieff, and which turned the festive period into one of 
mourning for many Jewish families. Presuming that Iam correct in my surmise, 
{ will not repeat what you already know, and will merely observe that the number 
of killed has been 34, and of injured, more or less seriously, about fifty. Many of 
the victims have left young children behind them, somé even infants at the breast. 
Unhappily, we Russian Jews have of late years become so impoverished, that up to 
the present nothing has been done in the way of alleviating the sufferings of the 
living victims of the catastrophe. That no help has been forthcoming from the 
Christian population is far from surprising, when we bear in mind the doings of 
anti-Semitic ringleaders and publicists, @ /a Suworin, Pichno, and their companions, 
{ndeed, it is no exaggeration to say that at no time has the anti-Jewish agitation. ag 
far as the pen is concerned, been more active than it is now, owing to the approach- 
ing commencement of the labours of the Commission on the Jewish Question. whose 
President, Count Pahlen, has already arrived here. To dwell upon all the false 
statements of our enemies, and to relate in how shameful a manner Jews and Juca- 
ism are being vilified and held up to scorn, would be more than superfluons. What, 
indeed, would these men be able to do, unless they had recourse to the most bare- 
faced lies? We Jews can now, as at all times of persecution, say with just and 
conscientious pride, that 1¢1is only calumny and baseness which make war upon us, 
that truth and right have always been on our side, 


The “ Weekly Record” of the Wosehod has ina striking manner exposed the 
injustice of several charges which an anti-Semitic publicist has made against us. 
Among these charges the two following stand in the foreground : The Jews do not 
occupy themselves with agricultural pursuits ; and when. they lease or purchase 
land, their efforts are solely directed to derive the greatest possible advantage from 
such land without giving a thought to any improvements which are necessary, 
Therefore—this is the deduction arrived at by our opponents—the Jews must be 
prohibited from acquiring landed property. As these complaints have also found 
their way into a section of the English press, I deem it my duty to reproduce. in as 
condensed a form as possible, the opinions and figures given by the Woscehod, 

“In the first place the assertion, that the Jews in Southern Russia have obtained 
possession of nearly all the land, is a gross exaggeration. We are not able to obtain 
data with respect to private property, and are therefore obliged to confine ourselyea 
to the figures regarding the holding of Crown lands. From the report for 1880, of 
the Commissioners of Crown Property in Cherson and Bessarabia, it appears that in 
those districts 346,000 ‘dessiatin ’ of land altogether were let out on lease, of which 
115,042 ‘dessiatin,’ or 33 per cent., were in the possession of Jewe. In accordance 
with their numerical relations to the rest of the population, they take a far less 
share in the lease of land than they do in other occupations common to those locali- 
ties. This circumstance is to be regretted, not so much in the interests of the Jews 
themselves as in that of the many persons who suffer from the want of landed pro- 
perty. An equal distribution of land among those who standin need of it would 
only be possible if peasaut communities were to rent land and share it among their 
members. In the same report a3 that from which we have already quoted, it is 
sated that only 61,370 ‘dessiatin, ¢e., 17 per cent. out of the total number? of 
$10,000, crs leased to pcasant populat ons. The bulk of the land is jin the hands of 
Village usurers,-who make it over to peasants under most ruinous conditions, The 
quantity of land actually owned by Jews ts likewise very small in comparison with 
the entire extent of private property. In the districts of Elizabethgrad, Odessa, and 
Tiraspol, for example, only 130,000 ‘dessiatin ’ belong to the Jews,” 

“That Jewish landowners and Icssees do not speculate with their land. arises 
from the circumstance that t:ey lease land for long periods, not for ten or twelve 
years. This is officially confirmed in the report on the District of Ehsabethgrad, in 
which we find that on the averave land remains in the possession of Jews for thirty- 
0.1e years Lefore it changes hands, Is it likely that a sensible Jew will destroy his 
land or depreciate its value after having it in his possession fur more than thirty 
years, or can such a long tenure be termed a speculation - 
term must not be applied to Jews, but to other renters of land, whose doings have 
been officially referred to in reports of Land Commissions, Jews are so much the 
better than hereditary landholders, since they are not accustomed to productive out- 
lays or to the principle, ‘Apres nous le deluge?” 

However convincing such proofs may be, which are published not only in Jewish 
but also in general impartial journals (as was lately the case in the two lead- 
ing liberal organs, the Wiyestnik Jewropu and the in which articles 
appeared highly flattering to the Jews), they yet unfortunately miss their mark, 
The anti-Jewish persccutions still continue in full vigour, and now here, now there, 


break out in the shape of terrible excesses. A repetition of the recent incident at 


Simferopol was twice attempted lately at Ekaterinoslay, and had it not been for the 
energetic attitude of the local authorities, supported by a troop ef Cossacks, the 
results would have been most disastrous for our coreligionists. In one instance the 
rioters only succeeded in wrecking one Jew’s shop, and in the other case they did 
barely little more mischief. ‘These occurrences prove that the mauia for the perse- 
cution of the Jews has not yet died out from the masses. In order, however, to 
repress it as far as possible, the Government authorities have resolved to put into 
force every arm which the law has placed at theirdisposal. In every street placards 
hive been posted up warning the people of the measures which wi!l he taken in the 
event of any further outbreaks against the Jews, or even of any fear of disturb- 
ances. Among these measures are the employment of the military in a civil capacity 
under the control of the civil authorities, and stringent instructions have been 
issued detailing the action to be taken by the troops before having recourse to their 
last resort, the use of their guns. 

It is to be regretted that the public notification was not made before the late 
Serious excesses at Ekaterinoslav, Nowomoskowsk, and Tschaplivka, which fam told 
Were allowed to assume such serious dimensions owing to the inactivity of the 
authorities, I+ is even said that in Nowomoskowsk the riots were allowed to spread 
becuse no one dared arouse the Governor from his sleep. There is no doubt that 
the removal from his post of the Governor of Ekaterinoslay is connected with his 
remlssness in not quelling, or even preventing, the anti-J ewish riots, Our Minister

THE DISASTER IN A RUSSTAN SYNAGOGUE, 
A CORRESPONDENT.)

Psinxp you details about the Ziwonka catastrophe. a great disaster occurred 
here two years ago at Christmas, in the Cross Church. when, owing to the 
doors shutting inwards twenty-nine people were crushed to death. There- 
upon an official order was issued, that im all churches. svnagogues, &e.. the 
doors must open outwards. These remain mostly open dunnyz the service. 
and befere the nave swing doors have been constructed, 

On the LOth ist. the eve of the Day of Atonement, the Synagogue of. the 
hitle town of Ziwonka, was, as usual, tilled to overcrowding by Jews from the 
locahty as well as trom the neighbouring villages. Suddenly, towards 6 o’elock. 
there arose in the women's oullery, situated on the third Hoor, heartrendiny 
sere ms, and a tremendous noise was heard. The men rushed from the lower 
part through doors and windows to. the outlet which leads to the gallery, But 
thar attempt to reach it, was fruitless, for the ascent was entirely blocked by 
femme bodies. Nothing was heard but dull sounds ef groaning and erving. 

Sull more and more women tried to vet out over the COrpses, but in vain, 
and the numbers of dead bodies continued to ierease. Phe confusion beeame 
gencral, evervbody seemed to have lost all self-control,

According to official reports more than 
1,000 persons were present 1 the women’s vallery, all of whom rushed towards 
the only narrow doorway. The potice report states the number of dead as 
forty-five, and danyerously wounded, tiftv-eight ; but these figures are far, below 
the truth, as many Corpses are being hidden in order to secure them from 
yudiciul dissection, Nor hus the number of actually wounded becao ascertained

CENTRAL SYNAGOGULE,—On Sabbath last Mr. Aaron A. Green, of Jews’ Collece 
delivered a sermon at the Central Svnavoguc, taking his text from Gren. xil.v. 3 : 
«And through thee shall all the families of the earth be blessed.” Mr. Green satd 
that from the call of Abram till the present moment, the agents of civilisation and 
improvement had been the Jewish nation and the Jewish Religion, Jews had inculs

ent sections of the community. [tis somewhat too late in the day to speak 
of the lesson which this incident should give to a clergyman who professes 
to preach a gospel of peace. Herr Srocken has survived a similar lesson 
viven by the Crows Prixce and Crows Parscrss of Germany, anda man 
ef Ins disposition is searcely likely to be deterred by any-number of Jessons, 
But if it be of any advantage ‘to see ourselves as others see us,” the fol- 
Jowers of Herr STOCKER, sO but fast dwindling away, 
now learn how thelr agitation is regarded in the Metropohts of England. 

This is not the first oceasion on which Herr Stocker ins been recently 
repulsed by civie authorities in connection with the Letuen ‘Celebration, 
About two months ago Herr Stocker proposed to attend the Luruer Cele- 
bration at Wittemburg, and a local journal, the NKrei/sblutt, took occasion to 
insinuate that he had been invited for that purpose by the Municipal Coun- 
cil. This body, however, hastened to pass a resolution at their next meeting 
denying the fact of any such invitation, and adding the rider that a visit from 
HorrprREDIGER STOCKER Was hot desired by the representatives of W ittem- 
burg. It seems, therefore, that Herr Stock en’s visit to London was intended 
to efface the treatment he had received from the Civic Authorities of Wittem- 
burg which has now been repeated by those of London. 

The greeting which Herr Sréckgr received at the Memorial Hall, on 
Wednesday, showed that the Lonp Mayer's action was fully endorsed even 
by those his might have been thought to be more friendly disposed towards a 
compatriot of some distinction. The Germans of London freely displayed their 
disapprobation at a meeting which was, to a certain extent, * packed” by 
the Committee who had invited the notorious Chaplain with a full knowledge 
of the causes of his notoriety. Firmly repulsed by the representatives of 
English opinion, and repudiated by his countrymen residing in London, 
Herr Srocken will return to Germany somewhat less triumphantly than he 
anticipated. 

The incident is a triumph, though only a small one, for the Jews of 
Englani, And it must be clear to all observers that it has been gained by 
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imitated in Germany, they must endeavour to win the good-will of their 
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the most legitimate means—by gaining the good-will of their neighbours. 
The significant reference inthe Lorp Mayor’s letter to the venerable and 
venerated Sir Moses Moyterrore showed what was in his mind in finally 
refusing to have any connection with an avowed enemy of men whom he liked 


and respected. And if the incident contains a lesson for German 


anti-Semites it is by no means without instruction for  Grerman 
Semites. If the latter desire to see Alderman FowLer’s conduct 


neighbours more cordially than they have hitherto succeeded in doing. It is 
not by fierce replies to insignificant attacks, but by earning the friendship of 
all with whom they come in contact that German Jews can destroy the 
Hydra of anti-Semitism.

BERKELEY STREET SYNAGOGUE, 

The Rev. D, W MArks, preaching at the West London Synagogue, on Sabbath 
last, based his discourse on Proverbs iii., 27 : ‘“‘ Withhold not good from them to whom 
it is due, when it is in the power of thine hand to do it.’’ After treating of the 
characteristics of a benevolent and publicly useful life, the preacher made applica- 
tion of his remarks to Sir Moses Montefiore in the following words : * A perfect 
man, free from every weakness to which our common humanity is prone, is not to 
be found on earth, Even the moral hero Abraham, whom the prophet holds up to 
us as a model, fell below the high Scriptural standard, when placed in a position of 
great difficulty, as we have heard read to-day out of the Sabbath section of the Pen- 
tateuch. ‘Taking mankind, however, in general with their virtues and their failings, 
it were scarcely possible to mention any individual in our own times who stands 
forth as a higher ideal of benevolence and public usefulness than the venerable Sir 
‘toses Montetiore, who, under God's blessing, has just entered his hundredth year, 
The career of this noble-hearted man offers no inapt illustration of the virtue 
enjoined in the passage of our text. His philanthropy has been of that Catholic 
character which falls in with the genius of Judaism, and it has embraced within its 
circle mankin1of every creed and every clime. In offering to-day a public tribute 
to our distinguished brother in faith, I do but raise my feeble voice in the swelling 
choral testimony resounding from all denominations in this Empire, as well as in 
distant lauds. Iam not aware that within the range of the present generation euch 
an universal outburst of recognition has ever been evinced to the benevolent and 
humane qualities of any man. May this testimony be grateful to him unto whom 
it is offered, and may the retrospect of his eminently us-ful career afford him in his 
closing years the sweet consolation that he has lived for the highest and noblest aim 
that can adorn human existence. Turning from the cosmopolitan side of such a 
character, and regarding Sir Moses from a Jewish standpoint, as the protector and 
the advocate of his oppressed coreligionists, he must ever occupy a prominent place 
in the archives of our race. It would be a strange omission on an occasion like this 
not to make a passing mention, at least, of the long and fatiguing pilgrimages he 

has made to the far Kast, and to other countries nearer home, where persecution has 
been heavy on our fraternity, to plead their cause and to defend them from the foul 
aspersions which ignorance and fanaticism have raised against their religious tenets 
and practices. Damascus, Russia, Morocco, and other States have at various times 
been the fields of his philanthropic exertions; and although his efforts in semi- 
barbarous Russia have failed of their effects, the ameliorations he has been instru-. 
mental in accomplishing, and the chivalry and self-sacrifice he has displayed in the 
exercise of his humane missions must always be gratefully associated with his 
memory, We must all be proud of him as a brother Israclite,and we should not 
hesitate to evow that his name and his deeds have shed a lustre on the whole com- 
munity of which he is so distinguished a member. I know well that I do but give 
expression to the sentiment of all my congregants when I breathe out an earnest 
hope that a life adorned by so many virtues and such exceptionable public useful- 
ness may be spared for years to come, and that it may continue to offer to mankind 
a forcible illustration of what our text enjoins, to miss no opportunity of doing 
good to those who deserve it whenever it is in our power to accomplish it,

THE: SULTAN AND THE JEWS. 


FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 


CUNSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 26TH, 1883. 


It is my agreeable task to-day to send you details of an interesting oecurrence 


which has afforded the utmost gratification to the Jewish community. and which has 


been deemed of sufficient importance to be communicated by means of the telegraph 
to the European press. I refer to the audience which, on Sunday last, the Sultan 
was pleased to give to our Caimacan (Chief Rabbi), M. Moise Levy. His Imperial 
Majesty received his Jewish visitor with that extreme affability with which he 
favours those admitted into his presence on special occasions. After minutely 
inquiring into the situation of the large Jewish community in Constantinople, and 
assuring the Caimacan of his interest in their welfare, as also in that of the entire 
Jewish body in the Turkish dominions, the Sultan gave expression to his deep regret, 
at the persecutions to which the Jews have been subjected in different parts of 
Europe, 

“TT hope,” added his Majesty, “that nothing of the kind will ever occur in my 
Empire, The Jews have always been most faithful to me, and have never given me 
cause for complaint or annoyanee. Several of my most able public fenctionaries 
and doctors are Jews, but Iam anxious to have still more of your coreligionists in 
my service. I give you full permission to address yourself tome whenever you wish 
to invoke my assistance,” | 

This important declaration on the part of our sovereign, which bears testimony 
to his sympathy and regard for the Jews, is not the first he has made with respect 
to our people, In the year 1881, in the course of an audience which he granted to

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DAILY PRAYERS FOR CHILDREN. 


Daily Prayers for Young Children, Published by the Jewish Association for the 

Diffusion of Religious Knowledge. 

Under this title the Jewish Association forthe Diffusion of Religious Know- 
ledge have just issued a series of cards, each of which contains a prayer designed 
for daily use by children. The prayers, with the exception of one in the ver- 
nacular intended for recital by school-children either before or after the instruc- 
tion, are in Hebrew, and are accompanied by an English translation. The series, 
in addition to the school-prayer, consists of forms of Grace for use before an 
after meals, a Morning Prayer, a Night Prayer, a selection of “ blessings,” and 
the Ten Commandments. The Hebrew Prayers are simply abbreviations, made 
with considerable judgment, of well-known passages of the Prayer-Book. Thus . 
the Grace after meals consists of the first paragraph of the usual Grace, the 
Morning Prayer comprises two of the “ blessings” takee from an early part of. 
the Morning Service, the declaration, “Moses commanded us the Law as an 
inheritance of the Congregation of Jacob,” the first paragraph of the Sh-mang, 
and three xentences from the prayer known as Wy) ‘7K, while the Night Prayer 
is an abridgment of the well known formula generally in use. In most instances 
paragraphs are indicated which may be omitted by infants. One or two trifling 
errors in the English translation of some of the prayers might be amended in a 
reprint of the series. “ Blesscd be His Name, whose glorious kingdom is for 
ever and ever,” is hardly the correct rendering of the Debtew. The translation 
of the formula known as §3.AAY is not more happy. Nor are such expressions as 
“ thine house” and “ thine hand,” good English. Again, ‘ Blessed art Thou, &c.. 
who feedeth all the world,” is a phrase all the more strange since the translators 
have been careful to render the preceding benediction by * Blessed art Thou, &e., 
who bringest forth bread.” With these small exceptions we have nothing but 
praise for this collection of Prayers. Its publication is a step in the right direc- 
tion. It has conferred a benefit upon Jewish parents and teachers, which they 
will unquestionably know how to appreciate. 


SHEERNESS.—The death is announced on the 12th, of Mr. Henry Jacobs, of Sheer- 


ness. He was the first Jew elected a member of a School Board in this country, and 
was much respected in Sheerness, having filled several positions of public usefulness 


in that town, with which his family have been associated for many years, and in 
which he was born in 1822. Upon the occasion of his funeral the flags on the pier 
were hoisted half-mast. The departure of the cortéeye was witnessed by hundreds 
of the inhabitants. The whole of the houses in Sheerness and the adjacent town had 
the blinds drawn, and very many shops were quite closed. A large number of 
Christian gentlemen followed, and telegrams were received from the Rev. George 
Bryant. Vicar of Holy Trinity. and the Rev. Robert Palmer, Vicar of Queenborough, 
regretting that their duties prevented them being present. The funeral service was 
performed byj the Rev. L. Polak, of Chatham, who delivered a short oration over 
the grave, in which he alluded to the deccased’s unsectarian charity. Besides the 
family and friends of the deceased, who were conveyed in 13 coaches, many persons 
followed on foot to the cemetery. Among the latter were Mr. Cole, proprietor of 
the Sheerness Zimes, Messrs, G. S. Cole, S. Elliot, and G. Hare. Directors of the 
Sheerness Protestant Cemetery (of which the deceased was Manaving Dircetor), Mr. 
Brightman, Chairman of the Local Board of Health, Mr. Brett, Member of the Local 
Board of Health, and Messrs. Harmer and French, Members of the School Board.

| A TrRAGic INCIDENT.—The Russian paper, the Vo/yn/, reports an extraordinary 
and tragic incident..

A few days ago a little Jewish boy was sent 
to the teacher on some business errand. He entered the class-room and inquired for 
the teacher, who was away from home at the time. In the class-room were two: 
pupils, aged respectively 11 and 13, One of these immediately took down a loaded 
gun from the wall, saying, ‘*‘ We will shoot the Jew dead!“ and his comrade assent- 
ing, fired, killing the Jewish child on the spot The two juveniles then deliberately 
carricd the boy's corpse out and buried it, Late in the evening, however, on the 
teacher's return, they confessed their crime, The police were at once communicated 
with, and the poor child’s body recovered. The matter is still in the hands of the 
police, but in the meantime the teac!er has been removed to another Government.
